Raging Forest Fires Drive 
Riviera Visitors To Beaches 


TOULON, Franco — (UPI) — 
Thousands of Riviera vacation­ 
ers were stranded but safe to­ 
day after a Dunkirk-type rescue 
from rav in s forest fires which 
drove them to the beaches. 


The evacuation of the vaca­ 
tioners, m any of them foreign 
tourists, ended around 2 
a.m. 
(9 p.m. Sunday EDT). 


Five persons were reported to 
have suffered superficial burns. 
But considerable dam age 
was 


done to villas and inland trailer 
and cam p sites. 


The fire, which may have been 
started in the tinder-dry brush 
and timberland by a 
careless 
cam per, was fed by the “ mist­ 
ral,” a wind which sweeps over 
the Riviera even in summ er. 
The blaze raced towards the 
sea 
sending 
cam pers 
fleeing 
ahead of it yesterday. 
By last night the f>0 miles per 
hour mistral had fanned the fire 


down Cape Benat on a 12 miles 
front. Other fires .started near 
Le Lavandou and in the hills 25 
miles east of here. 
By nightfall, nearly 10,000 va­ 
cationers were camping on the 
beaches.

Propose Pumping 
Station At Yardley 


FAIRLESS HILLS

A report that a proposed new* 
pumping station for Philadelphia 
will be located in or near Yard­ 
ley, has been released by the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers. 
The proposed pumping station 
would be able to take as much 
as 500-million gallons of water 
out of the river for the city. 
Pians call for a long pipe line 
to carry the water to the city 
from tho Yardley area. 
At present the corps is study­ 
ing the proposal to pump the wa­ 
ter 
from 
above the Trenton 
intakes. The move is apparent­ 
ly in response to the water cri­ 
sis affecting Philadelphia, which 
is faced with a movement up­ 
stream of the salt water front. 
The present line of dcmarka- 
tion between fresh and salt wa­ 
ter is now located about 19 miles 
below* 
the 
city’s 
Torrcsdale 
Pumping Station. 
A similar plan was proposed 
by the city in 1945 
but 
was 
never carried through because 


of the excessive costs in moving I 
tho water such a great distance.! 
The plan has been revived for! 
further study because of the wa-| 
tor crisis which has been affect­ 
ing the city, as well as the en­ 
tire Delaware River Basin.

The water ’evel in the river 
has been at an all-time low* be­ 
cause the drought 
which has 
been plaguing the area all sum­ 
mer. In July the flow at Mor­ 
risville dropped close to a new 
record low* level. 
To ease the water shortage in 
the river, the Delaware River 
Basin Commission ordered a 30- 
day emergency 
program 
and 
since that time two New York 
City reservoirs have been dump­ 
ing 200 million ga’lons of water 
into the river every day. 
Despite the additional water 
boing dumped into the river, the 
flow rate has not been sufficient 
to keep the salt front from mov­ 
ing closer to the citv.
